Thank you for the final copy of the Foreword to the Noe Anthology 
and your letter of June 8, 1972. The subsequent changes that our 
editor suggested are trivial and no worth bothering you about. I 
hope you will trust us without another iteration. We go to press 
very shortly. Vlack came through with prices that were unaccepta- 
ble to me so I asked Walter Breen to redo them and he came up with 
a better set and a foreword to the price guide which is technical 
in character dealing with the various varieties. I feel this com- 
pletes the spectrum for this book. What an incredible amount of 
work getting it all together. 

The request for permission to reprint "Franklin and the Bank of 
North America" was specifically for our two volumes on Obsolete 
Paper Money and Scrip which will go 420 pages each. Would you 
believe that there are over 800 pages of highly specialized ma- 
terial from the Numismatist on Obsolete Paper Money and Scrip 
EXCLUDING all articles on Confederate Paper Money (which will be 
a separate volume) and excluding the 5 volumes that will come from 
Wismer's stuff. 

We do plan to request your permission to use other material for 
other books. Our request for permission for your Nature Printing 
article will be made for our anthology on Colonial Paper Money 
and a number of articles that you wrote will (hopefully) appear in 
the 224 page book on Colonial Coins. 

Articles which appeared in various journals will later on be com- 
bined into a hard bound edition after we survive a few years. 

They are more work. They are the second type of ISAR that I talk 
about in my brochure. I enclose the pages. This concept is so 
terrific that it will change the collecting habits of numismatists 
for years to come if we make it. With the fantastic wealth of 
material that is buried, made available once more in permanent 
form by us folks, we will not have to go quite so wild over newly 
made investment stampings.

In the course of archaeological digs begun in 1969, at the 


building sites in Hannastown, Pennsylvania, the extensive finds include 
113 coins. Of these, there were 15 pie shaped cut pieces of silver 
coin and 5 whole small silver coins, almost all of them being Spanish. 

Among the cut pieces, however, was a quadrant of a Massachusetts Pine Tree 
Shilling (Noe 16) showing ASAT on the obverse and LAND on the reverse. 

This seems to be the first pie shaped cut Massachusetts silver piece 
ever located. Hannastown, just east of Pittsburgh, was settled in 1773, 
and was a casualty of the American Revolution when it was burned in 1782 
by a raiding party of British and Indians. Although 12 houses were promptly 
rebuilt, the county seat was moved away in 1787 and total abandonment of 
the settlement occurred a few years later. The quadrant of the Pine Tree 
Shilling was, therefore, lost xrtiile in circulation about a century after 
its striking. 


Very few additional varieties of Massachusetts silver and additional 
die states have been discovered since the preparation of the studies which 
follow. However, a few pieces listed as genuine may after further research 
be shown to be circulating counterfeits or fabrications made for collectors. 
There are also many unlisted copies and forgeries of the series.

Thank you for your kind letter of December 22, 1972. It sometimes 
takes a week or so for me to get letters directed to the shipping 
facility in Lawrence. We hire a firm to process the orders and 
ship the books. 

We are happy to continue to send you the books we produce. The 
production cost is small and not worth reimbursing us for. The 
average $15 retail book costs us between $2 and $3 to produce. 
Thanks for offering, however. 

We have so far produced the following numismatic books: Wright, 

Betts, Wismer on New England, King's Masonic Chapter Pennies and 
Thian for a total of 5. Did you get all of them? 

We have bottomed out financially and cannot afford to produce the 
Noe Anthology at this time. Would your society be interested in 
giving us a $1000 loan at say, 20 per cent, so that we can have it 
printed? 

We go to press in 3 weeks with a reprint of Mikhailovich's 
monumental work on the Russian Coinages between 1725 and 1895 , all 
in one volume, 688 pages with 250 plates. Got a loan from a 
Russian specialist. Book will sell for $50. The original set is 
worth $1000 unbound, I understand. 

Am finalizing that deal with the Trustees of the British Museum 
for a 10 year right to reprint Medallic Illustrations. 

Hope to go to press within 2 weeks on a reprint of George and 
Melvin's TOKEN COLLECTOR'S PAGES and Volume 2 of Arthur Coole’s 
ENCYCLOPEDIA OF CHINESE COINAGE. 

The other hot one we have is the first reprint of Medina's 
Numismatic works, one of which is ready to go.
